Mr. Farnsworth explained the western 
system of cooperative dairies which 
largely supply the Elgin market with 
butter, but he expressed the opinion that 
Elgin prices do not regulate those of 
the Boston market. 

Passing to cold storage as applied to 
the butter trade, he explained that but- 
ter is produced largely in the months 
from May to August when the cattle 
get a better supply of grass. The open 
supply of butter in these months makes 
it necessary, in order that there should 
be a sufficient supply in the winter 
months, for some of the summer produc- 
tion to be carried over; before the com- 
ing of the cold storage this supply was 
kept in dark cellars, with the result 
that the butter deteriorated rapidly. 

Mr. Farnsworth believed that any leg- 
islation to restrict the time that eggs 


may be permitted to remain in cold stor- | 


age would be a serious mistake for the 
consumer as it would undoubtedly re- 
sult in making eggs as high as $2 a Hozen 
in the winter months. 

President Charles H. Utley pleaded

W ASHINGTON—President Taft trans-

Commissioner Bemis asked if he knew 
of any instance where the cold storage 
has been used to put up prices, and Mr. 
Utley said that every one uses the cold 
storage with the expectation that by 
holding his goods he will be able to se- 
cure a better price than by selling them 
immediately upon tiher receipt. It ig 
simply a principle of business, the princi- 
ple of looking ahead into the future, and 
ability 40 foresee conditions te come, 
which really distinguishes between busi- 
ness success and failure. 

Asked if he knew of any case where 
an article has been carried over a “flush” 
season, he said thy only articles which 
can be so carried over are cheese and

The chief factors in the success of the 
first were, of course, Mme. Lipkowska’s 
singing and acting; in the success of the 
second, Mme. Gay’s powers of impersona- 
tion. Puccini’s “Madam Butterfly” could 
be ranked with the two operas if the 
leading soprano, Miss Nielsen, had been 
as well supported by her associate sing- 
ers as were Mme. Lipkowska and Mme. 
Gay. 

Verdi’s operas have as a whole. been 
just beyond the reach. of Mr. Russell’s 
artists. The buffo dramas, “Don Pas- 
quale,” “The Chapelmaster” and “The 
Barber of Seville,’ have been successful 
as diversions but have not interested 
the subscribers as have the tragic operas. 
The small’ works used in double bill, 
“Cavalleria” and “Pagliacci,” would have 
had distinguished performance at every 
presentation if the best artists of the 
company could have been put into the 
casts. But Mr. Russell has never had 
at his disposal quite as much singing 
talent of the first order as he needed. 
There have been many cases when one 
artist more, a dramatic tenor or so- 
prano or a contralto of first rate avili- 
ties, would have brought a performance 
up to the best grand opera standards. 

The opera subscribers have been loyal 
to their opera house and its director. 
The idea of low-priced grand opera has 
not proved a practicable one, but the 
Boston Opera Company as an institu- 
tion has proved to be practicable and 
the problem of having grand opera pre- 
sented in Boston with the high stand- 
ards that characterize other musical 
undertakings of the city seems to be 
solved in the arrangements made for 
next season.

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STATE BATH SYSTEM 


NEW YORK—Alderman Drescher and 
Charles O'Malley, whe went to Boston te 
investigate public baths in connection 
with the Coney island project, have re- 
turned to this city enthusiastically ad- 
vocating the establishment of like bathe 
at the local seaside resorts. While in 
Boston the delegates said they received 
every courtesy from Mayor Fitzgerald | 
and other city officials. 

“We found,” said Alderman Drescher, 
“complete bathing establishments fully 
equipped from every standpoint. 

“The impression that these baths are 
only used by poor people is a mistaken 
one. They are used also by busipess and 
professional! men—ministers, doctors and 
lawyers. 

“We believe that if the city intends 
to establish a municipal bathing house 
at Coney island,” said the alderman, “a 
eoncrete structure should be built, It. 
is far more durable than frame and more 
economical. 

“The bathing house at the state res- 
ervation at Revere beach is only one 
story high. We believe that the proposed 
Coney island pavilion should be at least 
three stories high. The first floor could 
be used for women and girls, the sec- 
ond floor for boys. 

“What the approximate cost for such 
a structure would be we cannot say until 
we have the Boston reports.”

ENGLAND EXPECTS 
TOTRY NEW WAY OF 
WELDING CASTINGS 


Improved Process Provides 
Increased Resistance and 
Superior Quality and Does 
Away With Annealing. 


MORE RAPID WORK 


—— 


LONDON—It is reported that prepara- 
tions are being made for the introduc- 
tion in this country of a process for 
manufacturing malleable steel castings. 
The process is known as the Bosshardt 
casting process. It appears that the 
industry will be carried on in England, 
and although the process is not a Brit- 
ish invention, it will create a new phase 
of British industry, for it will be. wholly 
under British control, a company having 
been formed with works in the north 
of England to exploit the process in the 
United Kingdom. 

Referring to the question, the Stand- 
ard writes that “hitherto the problem 
has been to provide a cheap but efféctive 
substitute for malleable iron and steel— 
to produce castings as ductile as wrought 
iron, yet as tough as the best forged 
steel. The Bosshardt process not only 
provides the long sought material, but 
actually imbues it with increased re- 
sistance and superior quality. It does 
so without recourse to the long and 
tedious process of annealing. The cast- 
ings are ready for use as soon as they 
leave the mold and need no hardening. 
Thus, in cases of emergency, castings 
may be removed from the sand and put 
to full use within two or three hours of 
the actual tapping of the metal. 

“Hitherto broken castings made from 
soft materials could not be repaired, and 
welding with other materials or to other 
steel parts was impossible. Tougher steel] 
parts for hard wear had to be forged and 
cut from solid ingots by costly processes, 
and the weight was so great a handicap 
that machinery designers, aiming at the 
combination of strength with lightness, 
had recourse to such costly materials as 
phosphor-bronze and “nickel steel. The 
Bosshardt process abolishes such limita- 
tions. 

“The materials used in the manufac- 
ture of the Bosshardt process are Swed- 
ish irons, wrought iron and steel, scrap 
resulting from the manufacture of nails, 
boits, rivets, iron shoe heels, horse-shoes, 
hinges, chains, links, ends of bars, 
shanks, ete. A valuable feature of the 


process . . is the small quantity of 
coke required per ton of steel in the form | 
of furnace devised by M. Bosshardt, | 

“The reduction of weight with the | 
maintenance of resistance is an impor- 
tant feature of the new process castings, 
particularly as ¢egards the details for 
motors, locomotives, and electro-magnetic 
work.

THE LOCAL BOND 
MARKET IS DULL 


Various Municipalities in Past 
k’ew Days Have Negotiated 
Temporary Loans at Com- 
paratively Good Prices. 


There is still much room for improve- 
ment in the local bond market. A fair 
amount of business is being ‘done ovey 
the counter and on the exchange, but the 
market is on the whole rather quiet. 

An offering which appeared early. in 


the. week and met with good 
was that of the unsold portion of $4, 
500,000 Rogers-Brown Iron Company firsé | 
and refunding mortgage 5 per cent serial 
gold bonds, offered at prices to yield 
from 5.30 to 5,50 per cent, according 
to maturity. The proceeds of the bonds 
will be used for the construction of two 
additional blast furnaces at Buffalo, N. 
Y., doubling the present capacity, and 
for stripping upward of 20,000,000 tons 
of iron ore in the Mesabi range, Minne- 
sota. 

The total assets of the company are 
given at $16,480,000; the funded debt, 
including this issue, $8,700,000; lease 
of ore lands in Mesabi range is alone 
valued in excess of the funded debt. 
For the past four years net earnings 
have amounted to about three times the 
average interest charges. 

Including interest upon the new issue, 
present earnings are more than double 
interest charges, and should be 31% times 
the amount required when the enlarged 
plant is in full operation. | 

Another attractive offering was that 
of the $200,000 Mexican Telephone & 
Telegraph first refunding and extension 
mortgage 5 per cent sinking fund gold 
bonds, offered at 94 and interest to yield 
9.90 per cent. The Mexican Telephone & 
Telegraph Company is organized under 
the laws of Maine, owning and operating 
the telephone business of Mexico, includ- 
ing Mexico City, its suburbs and many 
of the large cities of the republic. The 
bonds are secured by a first lien on the 
entire plant, property and concessions 
of the company, subject only to $227,500 
first mortgage 5 per cent bonds and §10,- 
600 underlying charges. The value of 
the company’s plant exceeds three times 
the bonded indebtedness. Subscriptions 
received for the issue were in every way 
satisfactory.

Municipal bonds have 
been moving a little better of late, while 
there is a good demand for municipal 
temporary loans. In the last two or 
three days many towns end cities nego- 
tiated temporary loans at good figures, 
but in some cases bidding was confined 
to a very few firms. In the next month 
or two there will undoubtedly be many 
more offerings by municipalities and 
counties. 

Railroad bonds continue quiet and at 
prices practically unchanged. An offer- 
ing will be made shortly of Maine Cen- 
tral Railroad $5,000,000 41% per cent two- 
year notes. This form of financing has 
been made by quite a number of rail- 
roads within the last few months, and 
there is every reason to believe that the 
coming offering will be very successful.

Ronda is a Moorish town, taken by the | 


Spaniards in 1485, preliminary to the 
conquest of Granada which ended in 1492 
with the fall of the city. The Moorish 
kingdom of Granada included what is 
now Malaga. The region was invaded by 
the Saracens in 711. In the thirteenth 
century it became a Moorish kingdom 
and vassal to Spain. Then came to be 
the Alhambra, that marvel of Moorish 
architectural beauty and the long im- 
pregnable fortress, which capitulated at 
last to Ferdinand and Isabella the year 
that Columbus set sail. The Moors loved 
the high and lofty places of wide outlook, 
perhaps an instinct of freedom surviving 
the old life in the deserts of the East. 
Even as the town Ronda is placed at the 
edge of sheer precipices, so one looks out 


‘over the galleries of the queen’s boudoirs 


at the Alhambra, straight down a sheer 
200 feet to the deep valley below, or lifts 
the gaze away and away over the plain 
of the Jenil (or Xenil) and up to the 
mountain tops where the rocky limestone 
masses lie white under the southern sun.

empire. Estimating the latter’s population 
at 400,000,000, its fighting force should 
consist of over 20,000,000 men in the course 
of a decade. Obviously, such an army, in 
the continental sense, would be entirely too 
unwieldy ; but as a basis for national defense, 
in various degrees, on the lines of modern Anglo- Saxon eaey 
systems, it would promptly alter the status of the far east, and, 
fact, of the major part of Asia. 

Notwithstanding the renmlarkable work done by the Chinese in 
organizing the nucleus of a national army during the last few years, 
it is the opinion of people intimately acquainted with Chinese 
thought that it will take a long time yet before the status of the 
soldier is dissociated from that of the alien or domestic swash- 
buckler and oppressor and seen im the light of defender of the 
fatherland. As tor the supposed danger of a new Mongolian 
military expansion, the so-called yellow peril, it is evident that it 
could not even remotely resemble the exploits and movements of the 
Tartars under Genghiz and Tamerlane, for if those rovers were 
racially related to the Chinese they were impelled by economic 
factors that separated them as much from the Chinese as from 
the rest of the world that they overran. There is, however, a

Mr. Balfour is, however, in a manner a hostage to fortune, and 
his predicament has been humorously portrayed in an admirable 
cartoon in Punch, in which, he, Mr. Redmond and Mr. Henderson, 
the chairman of the Labor party, are shown strenuously engaged in 
preventing a balloon, shaped like Mr. Asquith’s head, from falling to 
the ground, by blowing at it from underneath. 

For the moment the situation has been saved by the promise of 

the introduction of the “veto” resolutions, designed to limit the 
power of the Lords, in advance of the budget. Ultimately, 
however, the time must come when the budget will have to be 
submitted to the House, for the government cannot force the upper 
chamber to debate the “‘veto” resolution so rapidly as to enable Mr. 
Asquith to appeal to the country, on their rejection, before the budget 
can be discussed: When this moment comes the defeat of the 
government seems inevitable. With all the best wishes in the world, 
Mr. Redmond dare scarcely lend his support to carry the budget, 
without delivering himself into the hands of Mr. O’Brien at the 
ensuing election.

to hold the proposed Panama canal exposi- 
tion., It now remains for delegations of 
citizens’ from San Franciseo, San Diego, Galveston, ‘Tampa, 
Jacksonville, Charleston and perhaps other cities still to be ‘heard 
from, to present convincing reasons why each of their respective 
cities is the nrost logical and desirable site for holding the forth- 
coming fair. That some one of our American cities is to hold an 
imposing Panama exposition in 1915 is a foregone conclusion, as 
matters now appear to be shaping themselves; and that much of the 
money for defraying the expenses of the same will be furnished by 
the national government is also understood. It-has already been 
proposed that since there are to be two ends to the canal, one opening 
into the Pacific ocean and one into the Caribbean, there might 
also be two expositions to celebrate its completion. One of these 
would be held in a Pacific coast city and one in a Gulf coast or an 
Atlantic coast city. As a matter of course one such ‘exposition 
would be quite enough, but the people of the Pacific coast are already 
insisting fhat they would not be content to cross the continent to 
celebrate an event which so intimately concerns their section of the 
country, and the people of the Gulf coast and of the Atlantic coast 
are in a similag frame of mind regarding the holding of the exposi- 
tion at a point so-remote from them and their interests as the 
Pacific coast. 

The New Orleans delegation did not fail to aake it clear’ to 
the President that as a compromise between the extreme East and 
the extreme West their city offered the best site from a geographical 
point of view. However, the question of availability ts yet to be 
broddly discussed and each of the several other aspiring cities will 
no doubt be able, through their competent spokesmen, to offer plenty 
of reasons why any one of them is the site to be selected. | In any 
event, it seems assured that there will be an exposition worthy of the 
great achievement that is to be celebrated.

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Gotpwin SmitH joins with Andrew 
Carnegie in advocating some sort of practi- 
cal industrial partnership between employer 
and employed. He thinks it the only | 
remedy for that which, unremedied, must | 
in the end prove ruin. It-is by such a 
partnership, he says, which will restore 
kindly relations, much more than by police | 
or by bayonets, that the mutually destructive | 
labor troubles must be stopped. “The 
artizan often forgets that he as a customer is an employer and 
master.” Prof: Smith predicts that if anything like these risings 
continues, the result must be the flight of manufacturers from the 
centers of agitation, perhaps to other places on this continent, 
perhaps to China, Japan or Hindustan, with scarcity here and rise 
of prices for us all, including, of course, the strikers. 

Mr. Carnegie urges business men to take in their workmen as 
shareholders and partners in business. He declares that it is the 
one way in which the problem of labor and capital can be sattsfac- 
torily solved. Mr. Carnegie says the only thing which would tempt 
him to return to business would be that he might address the 
workmen every year as fellow-partners. Cooperation must come. 
Combinations, he goes on to say, are inevitable, but trusts are not to 
be trusted; conditions have made them necessary, but they must be 
regulated, then they will prove beneficial. 

These are the thoughtful conclusions of careful observers on 
matters of vital importance to this country and its people. It will 
not do to depend on makeshifts or to base our hopes for future 
industrial peace and progress on temporary compromises, It is 
better to go at once to the bottom of the controversy and to build 
up our business structure on a fair, firm and lasting foundation,

It is held to be due in 
part to the tact that the turpentine kings are 
now ready to release their grasp on the 
territory. They have obtained from it all 
that they can in their special line, and lands 
which they purchased at from 25 cents to 
$1 an acre they are now offering, in large 
tracts, at from $3 to $5 an acre. Of course, there is the inevitable 
middleman who takes up tracts of from 5000 to 100,000 acres, 
subdivides them, and sells them to the settlers 1n small parcels at a 
profit. But the land may be had now at a low price—lower, perhaps, 
than it will ever be again—and this is also a leading factor in 
bringing about the present demand. 

[t is well that a :warning has been sounded with regard to the 
danger that lurks behind this movement. Southern Florida offers 
undoubtedly splendid opportunities to the orange grower and sub- 
tropical gardener. But all southern Florida land is not fertile. and 
investors and settlers should know something in advance about the 
character of the concerns or agencies they are dealing with. It will 
be wise on the part of the state of Florida if it shall at this time 
throw all the protection possible around the intending settlers. 
Florida needs them and cannot afford to have them disappointed.

“THeY can make excellent fudge, but I 
would not like to try their biscuits.” This is 
one bachelor’s conclusion about most of the 
young women of today. They might have 
their doubts as to his ability to earn a liveli- 
hood. That is not a matter now under 
consideration, however. The fact to which 
it is desired to call attention is that probably 
a majority of the college girls are not getting 
the instruction in caring for a home that they 
should receive. Many of them are relieved by their mother or 
sisters of home duties so that their minds may be left free to attend 
to their college studies or their preparation for college if they have 
not yet reached it. This is considerate and kind, and the girl students 
find that it takes most of their time to prepare their lessa ns to come 
up to college requirements. 

Sut they should not be left wholly ignorant of household work. 
No objection whatever 1s being raised to college education; the more 
general it becomes the better. Yet, in addition, it is deemed desirable 
that our girls should have some training as housewives. It will 
give them confidence and poise later when they come to assume 
larger duties. It may not be necessary to send the young women to 
professional schools; there can generally be found in the “home some 
one qualified to instruct, and there are vacation seas ms and other 
times when practical work can be done. 

It is stated that through the efforts of Miss Frances L. Brown 
of the extension department of the Kar@as Agricultural College 
more than twenty home economics clubs have been” organized by 
girls in high schools throyghout the state. They are said to take up 
the work with eagerness/ No doubt exists that our young women 
will learn readily enough.. We only urge that all be given a full 
opportunity.
